Lehman, of the 
division of plant 


disease work, who conducted the in- 
vestigations, today issued a state- 
ment giving fuller account of the 
discovery. 


The investigations were conducted 


by Mr. Lehman on the suggestion of 
Dr. F. A. Wolf, according to the an- 
nouncmeent by the Department of 
Agriculture 
Officials of the depart- 


ment said the discovery was orig- 
inal, it having never before been de- 
termined, insofar as they knew, that 
the boll weevil carried anthracnose 
spores on its body- 


Other 
fungi 
harmful 
to 
cotton 
also are carried by the weevil, Dr 
Lehman said 


In his statement about the inves- 
tigaitons leading- to the discovery, 
Mr. Lehman said: 


"The staff of ths office has for 


some time suspected from a num- 
ber of field observations made that 
the boll weevil was aiding in the 
spread of anthracnose from diseased 
to healthy -cotton. 
We wanted to 


make sure that our suspicions were 
correct, so we determined to trace 
the matter. 
I caught a number of 


boll weevils from a field in which 
about 30 per cent, of the plants 
bore 
bolls infected 
-with anthrac- 


nose. 
Each of these weevils was 


placed in a separate- sterile vial and 
carried to the laboratory, where it 
was given a bath in sterile water 
n order to wash from 
its- body 


such disease spores as might be on 
t 
When this wash water was ex- 
amined, no less than 17 per cent, 
of the weevils collected -were car- 
ymg these disease germs on their 
bodies. 
Furthermore, these spores 


•ermmated readily when placed in 
proper conditions 
We also found 


some 
other 
disease 
germs 
along 


with 
the 
anthracnoBe, and 
so it 
seems that the pest is chargeable 
with another crime about as heinous 
and costly as the original one. 


"Anthracnose is one of the most 
serious plant diseases in the South. 
It is caused 
by a fungus which 


grows in the tissues of the cotton 
plant and is carried over winter on 
and in seed from diseased plants. 
"t causes the death of many small 
icedling early 
in 
the 
spring. 
A 


more obvious phase of its deadly 
work is seen in the rotting bolls 
about the time they are readv to 
open. 


"In this case the lint of the 
dis- 


eased boll is either completely de- 
stroyed or greatly reduced in value. 
The 
fungus 
which 
produces 
this 


Jisease propagates itself by forming 
arge numbers of spores on the sur- 
"ace of the diseased bolls. 
When 


hese 
are 
transferred 
to 
healthy 


>olls. they in turn become diseased. 
We now know that the boll weevil 
ramples 
around 
carelessly 
over 


hcse diseased bolls, acidentally ac- 
juires a load of anthracnose spores 
on his feet and then carries them

"WASHINGTON, Oct. ?.— Republi- 
can leaders are reported so to be di- 
vided on the issue of an extra ses- 
ison of Congress to consider legisla- 
tion for relief of agriculture. 
Up to 
the present, time a majority of the 
party leaders have opposed any ex- 
tra sssion and President Coolidge, 
In his discussions of the subject, has 
said he has not seen any necessity 
for calling Congress before Decem- 
ber. 


Today, however, 
in 
Republican 
headquarters there were sev-eral in- 
fluential party leaders who were in- 
clined to the view that it -would be 
wise to call Congress early in Novem- 
ber for the purpose of considering the 
agricultural situation with a view to 
disposing of at least a part of the 
subject before the regular session be- 
ginsPresident Coolidge and some of his 
advisers were said to .be leaning- fav- 
orably to th& suggestion that the war 
finance board be recreated to help 
the farmer. 
Whether the president 


would deem this suggestion import- 
ant enough to have Congress consider 
an extra session, however, has not 
been ascertained Some of" his advis- 
ers are urging him to call a. Novem- 
ber session believing it would haev 
good political effect in agricultural 
sections 
The president today discussed agri- 


cultural relief with representatives of 
different farm 
organizations. 
The 


executive committee of the national 
grange participated in one confer- 
ence with the president while other 
aspects of the agricultural problem 
were presented earlier In the day by 
a representative of the American Cot- 
ton Association. 


The spokesman for the National 
Grange discussed the problems of 
the wheat farmer. 
It is understood 
that they opposed readical schemes 
such as pcice fixing proposals. ' 
Mr Thompson declared that 
the 
American Cotton Assocatlon 13 not 
asking any government aid for jhe 
cotton farmer. 
He said there is a 
strong feeling in the South, that there 
must be more self help and a slow- 
ing down of demands for various re- 
lief measures from the government 
Artificial relief for the farmer, he 
said, piles up burdens which must 
fmall be carried by him in cumula- 
tive form.

(Hy The Amorlnted Vrrnn.) 


"WASHINGTON. Oct. 3.— President 


Coolldse today set In motion a plan 
doslKnecl to ameliorate 
agricultural 
depression. Ho designated Managing 
Director Meyero and Director Mon- 
dell, of the war finance corporation, 
to proceed Into the northwest Im- 
mediately and assist in the forma- 
tion of co-operative marketing as- 
sociations, promotion 
of which the 
president believes will result in di- 
rect benefit. 
Meanwhile the presl- 
c\ent and cabinet are seeking: to de- 
,vk.e additional remedies. 
Directors of the finance corpora- 


tion began at once the formulation 
of a program and itinerary for their 
tour. 
It was stated that Mr. Meyer 


and Mr. Mondell, together with 
a 


representative of the department of 
agriculture experienced in co-npera- 
tive association work would visit th<= 
Dakotas, Minnesota, Montana 
and 


probably Nebraska and other wheat 
growing districts. 
The directors, familiar with the co- 


operative methods in use among: the 
tobacco, rice and cotton prowers of 
the South and fruit growers of Cali- 
fornia, will carry detailed plans ,'or 
organization into every section visit- 
ed. They also will give assurance to 
the farmers who enlist in the co-oper- 
ative movement that ample govern- 
ment funds will be available through 
both the war 
finance 
corporation 


agencies and the intermediate credit 
banks, created by the last Congress. 
Orderly marketing and the ways of 
financing will be the Joundat'on of 
the efforts to which the corporation 
directors will address themselves. 


Mr. Meyer feels that the co-opera- 
tive movement is the solution for the 
agricultural problem and frequently 
has urged organization of the r>ro- 
ducers. 
He and his assistants con- 
template the formation of as many 
local organizations as possible. They

CARBOHYDRATES 


A careful consideration of the food 


problem in relation to body building 
and health is worth all the time you 
can spare. People of the middle and 
ower walks of life do not give the 
proper amount of earnest thought to 
ood selection. 


Carbohydrates (starch and sugar) 


form one of the great groups of fuel 
foods. 
If we devide the fuel g'-ou;. 


'or the purpose of estimating the val- 
ue of each, we find starch is first, fat 
next and sugar third. 


The balance or radio between the 


different groups in order to sustain 
a proper health regimen is what you 
must select and use in your daily 
menus. 
Most people use too much j 
sugar and not enough starch. In fats, 
the other fuel food, the majority of 
people who need It seem to- be able 
to hit a fairly good average. 
The carbohydrates 
form a chief 


part of the fuel or energy foods for 
muscular work. In ordinary cases, 
mental work requires comparatively 
little extra fuel. 
The different food 


elements are of course found in cer- 
tain proportions In many different 
groups. For example, most fojods con- 
tain some protein. There is" a nutri- 
tive amount in cereals and bread. 
Other foods not classed as sugars con- 
tain some sugar in their elements, but 
are low in value as carbohydrates. 


Select the starchy foods from ce- 


reals, including oatmeal, hominy, rice 
and wheat products. This group also 
includes macaroni, spaghetti, dried 
lima beans, split peas, potatoes and 
some bananas. 
Sugar is abundant in sirups, most 


fruits, molasses and candy. Be care- 
ful of overeating sweets. 
It is much 


better to take your daily protein at 
meal times. Overeating of sugar leads 
to over-nourishment and overweight. 
o

You frequently hear the Giants are 


short of pitching strength. 
For a 


while this season those of us on the 
Cincinnati team believed we were go- 
ing to beat them to the pennant be- 
cause of John McGraw's pitching staff 
being shaky. 


But that Giant pitching- staff is not 
a weak one 
McCraw has several 


hurlers who can and do pitch great 
ball when their team needs first-class 
twirling. 


McGraw has no pitcher I would 


call a star. He just has several fellows 
who can hold out if they have to. John 
Scott, John Watson and Rosy Ryan 
are of this type McGraw ha»"enough 
pitchers to use two or three to a. game 
if necessary and he has followed this 
system with success throughout the 
pennant race this year when his hurl- 
ers v. ere unable to go the route. 


McGraw is quick to lift a pitcher 


who is in trouble. He usually picks 
a man who can deliver to relieve him. 
I consider ilcGraw the best pitcher 


on his club, even though he never 
pitches a. ball. 
He knows when to 
change his pitchers anl changes them. 


Miller Huggms has several hitters 


who send the ball a. mile when they 
"get hold of one" as we say on the 
diamond. 
For this reason and the 


fact that both ball parks are compara- 
tiiely easy spots in which to hit home 
runs. 
McGraw's pitchers will have 


to pitch more carefully than they have 
done in a, big part of the National 
League campaign, but McGraw is a. 
genius at directing his pitchers and 
I think hLs hurlers will come through

Several times we thought we "had" 


them, but as soon as we got real close 
they started winning and would win 
as often as we did until we would hit 
a slump, making it unnecessary for 
them to win steadily. 


They may or may not play their best 


brand .of ball in these games with the 
Yankees, but I feel certain they will 
play a« good a brand, of ball as is 
necessary for them to win the cham- 
pionehip. 


This series looks like a tough one 


to me. I don't think the Giants can 
win four straight games or four out 
of five, but I do believe they can mas- 
ter the Yankees in six games.

What Will Ruth Do? Ray Schalk Thinks 


Babe Will Be Big Star

(World's Greatest Catcher.) 
Ruth Is most valuable player in 
major leasiies.

Unquestionably Babe Ruth is the 


question mark, the mystery man of 
the coming series. "Will he repeat the 
success that he invariably enjoys dur- 
ing the season, or will he slump in 
the series and be a big dsappointment 
again? 


Ruth has gone into two world se- 
ries carrying a big burden and each 
time faltered under the load.. The 
batting hero of the baseball world 
has been slowed up to a whisper by 
the intelligent pitching of McGraw's 
staff. 


During the 1928 spring training 


trip between the Giants and the 
"White Sox, I several times discussed 
the manner in which the National 
League pitchers worked on Ruth. 
I 


was interested in trying to learn how 
McGraw's team had stopped the big: 
fellow. 
Here is what McGraw.. told 


me. 


"Prior to each world series between 


the Giants and the Yankees^ I gave 
my pitchers definite information as to 
work on Ruth. 
My dope Is not to 


give him any fast ball cripples. I in- 
structed my pitchers to slow up on 
the big- fellow. I told them to keep 
the ball low and on the outside and 
to mix the curve with the slow ball- 
Ruth was fed on a diet of curve and 
slow ball pitching, kept low and on 
the outside. 


'•During all the games that the 


Giants have plajed against the Yan- 
kees Ruth has been pitched just two 
fast balls in his groove. In one game 
Phil Douglas tried to cross "him up 
and get a fast ball past him. He hit 
the pitch int othe right field stand for 
a home run. The other fast ball, to 
his liking, resulted in a terrific drive 
to the deepest part of center field at 
the Polo Grounds, where Bill Cun- 
ningham made one of the most sen- 
sational catches in the history of the 
world seriq§- and-saved the game for 
the Giants. 


"No fast balls for Ruth, is my 


theory on keeping the big fellow from 
hitting. If we play the Yankees again 
this fall, Ruth can be prepared for 
that style of pitching," concluded Mc- 
Graw. 


Dick Klnsella, chief scout of the 


Giants, lives down my way. 
I met 


him 'several times during the winter. 
The fact that the Giants pitchers had 
stopped Ruth caused him to say to 
me: 


"What kind of judgment do you 


catchers use against Ruth during tha 
season? 
Looks as if you pitched 
right in his groove, the way he ham- 
mers out home runs. Feed him slow 
balls, low and outside, 10 McGraw'sj 
theory, and It has stopped him dead."- 


• • * 


This spring I decided to pitch ttf 
Ruth just as McGraw's staff had 
worked on him during: the series. 
When the Babe came to the bat, th» 
understanding between me any my 
.pitcher was nothing but the curve and 
slow ball. 
It worked the first fem; 


times up. Then, instead of standing 
in his usual position and failing to hit 
the ball, Ruth began running up on 
the glow offerings and denting thai 
fences. 


After he had knocked a couple of 


slow balls out of the lot; I decided 
that a constant slow ball diet would 
not work during the regular season of 
154 games. I found it necessary to 
mix them up, slipping in a fast ball 
every now and then, to upset Ruth's 
plan of running up on the slow ball 
or the curve.

Possibly slow balls and tantalizing 


curves will stop Ruth m a short se- 
ries, but I am convinced that the sys- 
tem will not work out over a long 
campaign. 


I want to go on record aa Baying 
that the Babe Ruth of 1923 is the 
most valuable ball player in 
the> 


Omerican League. In the beat con- 
dition of his career, Ruth has starred 
In every department of play. 
His 


phenomenal work has been the blgf 
spoke m the Yankee's overwhelming: 
victory in the American League. Ruth 
of this year has been more than a 
mere slugger, the home-run king: he 
has been the American- League's most 
valuable player. 


During the season's play Ruth has 
put aside the fact that he must try 
fo'r a home run on .his every appear- 
ance at the plate. 
He has mixed 


them up at the bat. laying down aa 
occasional bunt, and at other times 
merely chopping at the ball instead 
of taking a healthy swing at every 
offering. 


Psychology is going to play a big 
part in Ruth's showing in the coming 
series.

the verdict, woman-like, shrank to- 
wards his attorney as the jury fore- 
man pronounced the words of ac- 
quittal. 
He immediately recovered, how- 


ever, and the temperament of the old 
days as a cabaret entertainer 'assert- 
ed" itself as Thompson swung up on a 
table and' requested nobody to go un- 
til he had thanked everyone. 
Cheers 


and cries of approval of the verdict 
were shrieked as men and women 
crushed about the "man-woman" to 
congratulate him. 
The feminine instinct predominant, 


Thompson exclaimed: 
"My goodness 


I'll be glad to get some hair pins" as 
he was being led back to jail to be 
discharged- "Evervtime a woman has 
visited the 
jail I've said 
'please, 


madam, 
have 
you a 
hairpin 
to 


spare.' " 
Carrick was in 'the cheering crowd 


in the courtroom, but Marie, the girl 
Thompson married because, he said. 
he sympathized with her, was not 
present. 
Thompson, testifying in his own be- 


half. was clad in feminine waist and 
masculine trousers, with his long hair 
combed in knots over his ears. 


He told the jury of a duaj H'e as a 


boy in Chillicothe, Ohio and as a wo- 
man in Chicago.

He dressed as a boy in childhood, 


"but felt easier" in girl's clothes he 
told the jury and after he came to 
Chicago, wore woman's attire almost 
exclusively. 
Sobbingly 
he declared he 
'couia 


not kill a dog or cat", when question- 
ed whether he donned woman s cloth- 
ing to commit murder. 
Chief Justice Caverly dismissed him 


from the stand with the remark "'that 
will be all lady." 
Thompson was arrested shortly aft- 


er Tesmer was killed- Mrs. Tesmer. 
who saw her husband shot.' declared 
Thompson was the "smiling girl ban- 
dit" who fired while a male accom- 
plice was robbing him and a prosecu- 
tion witness repeated the same story 
from the witness stand.
